Not only is their donation 
vitally needed but their gift helps in 
reducing collection costs. 

Clinic expenses to Didsbury are_ 
practically the same whether 100 or | 
200 bottles are collected, but ob- 
viously if 200 bottles are collected the 
cost per bottle is cut in half.

Edmonton, November 8 - Mon- 
day Week, November 22 is F.ULA. 
ROUNDUP DAY. This date was 
announced to the public by radio 
at the beginning of the month and 
is being supplemented by advert: 
isements appearing in 77 weekly 
newspapers blanketing the Prov: 
ince and the B.C. Block. 

A volunteer force of 400 Fore 
men assisted by 2.400 riders (can- 
vasser) with about 2,000 co-riders 
(assistant canvassers) working 
wherever possible in pairs, have 
already been organized, according 
to an announcement from Farm. 
ers’ Union of Alberta headquart- 
ers this week. 

The final three weeks of prep: 
aration for the one-day Drive is 
expected to increase the canvass- 
ing crews by at least 200 foremen 
and 1,200 canvassing teams. They 
will represent an overall total of 
8,000 farm men and women in ap- 
proximately 4,000 cars or trucks to 
comb the ROUNDUP area. 

In a statement to the weekly 
press Roundup Director Waldo 
Summers said that only adverse 
weather on ROUNDUP DAY could 
offset a record enrollment of rural 
dwellers within the — grassroots 
farm body.“ I am convinced that 
realization of the F.U.A. objective 
lies within our grasp,” he said. 
“AN that is needed is fair weather 
and a faithful turnout of Foremen 
and their Crews. Given those two 
basic requirements we — should 
make farm organization history in 
Alberta next Monday week.” 

“The campaign is winding up 
with a “rash” of meetings, it 
would appear from reports reach- 
ing the press.
